Election 2015 


W hat's the message? 

The voters sent a 
clear message to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, rejecting the 
politics of division and fear. 

The message to Prime 
Minister-elect Justin Trudeau 
is also clear. He has been given 
a majority, not necessarily 
because the Canadian people 
endorse all of his policies or 
spending promises, but because 
they want him to fix what was 
broken under the Conservatives. 

They want a national 
government that will behave 
like a national government, 
and work with the provinces to 
develop national policies on 
housing, energy, food security, 
the environment, and that 
will at least look at a National 
Pharmacare program. 

They want a government that 
respects the Constitution and 
rule of law - that takes the time 
to consult with experts and come 
up with well-written legislation, 
instead of waiting for a court 
challenge, and then dragging 
citizens through appeal after 
appeal when a decision goes 
against them. 


They don’t want their 
government to spend $750 
million of the taxpayers’ dollars 
on self-promotion, or advertising 
programs that are never 
delivered. 

And programs should be 
treated as promises: it does 
less than nothing to announce 
a 35% increase in funding for 
veterans, for example, when you 
underspend on those services by 
over $1 billion. 

Canadians want a strong 
response to the Syrian Refugee 
crisis. They want to see a 
national inquiry into missing 
and murdered aboriginal women 
- not to rehash the obvious, but 
to look at some of the inherent 
biases in the system, and ways to 
change both the causal factors 
and the responses. They want to 
see Bill C51 repealed or at least 
amended, to ensure the security 
of Canadian rights. 

Canadians don’t like high 
taxes, but they also don’t like the 
decaying communities, schools 
and infrastructure that result 
when ideology rules economics. 

Come to think of it, the 
Conservatives did unite the 
country - against their policies.

LEGION POPPY FUND REPORT 

To the editor: Bradford Legion Branch 521 
Poppy Trust Fund Financial Report. 

The Bradford Branch of the Royal 
Canadian Legion is required to provide 
a public accounting of Poppy Campaign 
Revenues and Expenditures, for the period 
from OcL 1,2014 to Sept. 30,2015. 

Opening balance in 2014 was $12,403.88. 
Revenues generated by the 2014 Poppy 
Campaign totalled $24,612.81, for an overall 
balance of $37,016.69. 

Campaign expenses came to $3,994.86 
- including $2,341.46 for poppies and 


wreaths, $20.34 for stamps, and $1,633.06 
for “other local expenses" (deposit fees, 
plaques, payments for food to the Ladies 
Auxiliary) - leaving $33,021.83 available for 
disbursement. 

The Bradford Legion Poppy Fund 
disbursed a total of $9,431.41 over the 
past year - including $152.08 in grants 
to veterans; $1,000 in bursaries to local 
high schools, $458.56 for the local Youth 
Education Program, and Donations of 
$1,000 to the Legion and Ladies Auxiliary 
Charitable Foundation, $1,000 to the District 
Hospital Fund, $100 to Royal Canadian 
Legion Youth Education, $3,000 to the 
Legion Homeless Veterans Program, $250 
to Sunnybrook Hospital, and $2,470.77 to 
support three Cadet Units. 

The amount remaining in the Branch 
Poppy Trust Fund, as of Sept. 30, was 
$23,590.42.

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New interchange going to tender

The new interchange at Line 5 and 
Hwy. 400, a $54 million project, will 
go to tender this month. The time¬ 
line presented to council on Oct. 
20 will see the tender close before 
Christmas, the contract awarded 
in January 2016, and construction 
begin March 2016. 

The interchange is described as 
“one of the largest projects identi¬ 
fied as part of the most recent Early 
Payment Agreement... a key project 
to provide servicing and road capac¬ 
ity for the planned development of 
the town and Hwy. 400 employment 

The design includes replacement 
of the Line 5 bridge over the 400, 


relocation and naturalization of the 
Schomberg River in the northwest 
quadrant of the interchange, con¬ 
struction of interchange ramps, and 
both underground infrastructure 
and roadwork. 

Proposed staging would see con¬ 
struction of watermains and force- 
mains, a Hwy. 400 culvert, abut¬ 
ments for the bridge, and realign¬ 
ment of the Schomberg River in 
2016; demolition of the 5th Line 
bridge, construction of median 
piers for a new bridge, preloading 
of the ramps, and construction of a 
new route for 5 Sideroad and Coffey 
Road in 2017; and completion of the 
project in 2018. 

The schedule means that the 5th 
Line bridge over the 400 will be out 


for at least 18 months. 

Mayor Rob Keffer noted that he 
had asked for a peer review to deter¬ 
mine if there was some way “to keep 
the old bridge up” while the new 
structure is under construction. 
The complexity of the build, requir¬ 
ing numerous piers to be installed 
in the centre of the 400, means that 
keeping the bridge open was “not an 
option,” he said 

However, his efforts were suc¬ 
cessful in reducing the expected 
road closure from 24 months, to 18 
months. 

“We're going to cross our fingers 
that we’re going to push that to 16 
months,” suggested Deputy Mayor 
James Leduc. 

"At this point, there are no fur¬ 


ther options to reduce it further,” 
responded Arup Mukherjee, Direc¬ 
tor of Engineering - although he 
acknowledged a contractor might 
come up with an alternative that 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. ques¬ 
tioned the $54 million price tag for 
the interchange project 

“That number has been consist¬ 
ent from the beginning,” replied 
Mukherjee, noting that a funding 
agreement has the provincial and 
federal governments covering $17 
million of the cost, the town and 
County of Simcoe paying for the 
rest. The town's share is wholly cov¬ 
ered by the Residential Developers 
Group, through the Early Payment 


Agreement #3. 

"Something doesn’t sit right. 
I hope everything comes in on- 
budget,” insisted Dykie. 

Mukherjee told council that the 
estimate includes $4 million for 
“contingencies,” and noted the ten¬ 
der will set the cost. "The market 
forces will tell us what those num¬ 
bers are. At the moment, those are 
our best estimates. We will be going 
out to tender shordy and advising 
council of what the outcome is." 

“This project is in the same posi¬ 
tion as any other project,” agreed 
CAO Geoff McKnight “Costs beyond 
the budget amount are the respon¬ 
sibilities of the parties... Ultimately, 
the market will let us know what 
they think a fair market cost is.”

No ban on feeding squirrels

A complaint from a Bradford res¬ 
ident, regarding a neighbour who 
was feeding squirrels, led the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury to look at 
a new bylaw to regulate the “feeding 
ofwildlife.” 

A staff report concluded that, while 
the Municipal Act does give council 
the authority to pass bylaws restrict¬ 
ing the feeding ofwildlife, under Ani¬ 
mal Control, municipalities that have 
passed such regulations, including 
Vaughan and Mississauga, have trou¬ 
ble enforcing them. 

“This is due to the feet that Enforce¬ 
ment Officers rarely observe an 
offence... In order for formal fines 
to be paid, a witness statement is 
required from the complainant, along 
with their personal attendance in 
court to testify,” the report noted. 

Staff looked into files dating back 
to 2008, and found no similar com¬ 
plaints regarding the feeding of wild¬ 
life. They concluded that a new bylaw 


isn'twarranted, but proposed that the 
town undertake an educational cam¬ 
paign, to limit nuisance behaviours. 

Council agreed. “In my opinion, a 
bylaw would be very difficult to word, 
very difficult to enforce, and quite 
frankly, impossible to issue a ticket 
without testimony from the complain¬ 
ant” said Councillor Gary Baynes. 

“How do you enforce that?” won¬ 
dered Councillor Mark Contois. “I 
can't see a resident taking another 
resident to court (over feeding of wild¬ 
life). In my mind, just educate them.” 

"In my mind, we have bigger issues 
to deal with,” said Councillor Raj 
Sandhu. “It'sgoingtotieup resources.” 
Bylaw enforcement is already busy 
dealing with parking issues, he said, 
“and now to get them to go after bird 
feeding, squirrel feeding? This is going 
to pit resident against resident" 

Councillor Baynes proposed, 
“Maintain current regulations. 

His motion carried.

age site. 

The brick church was built in 
1869, and came into the posses¬ 
sion of the town in 2012, after sit¬ 
ting vacant for years. 

Councillor Gary Lamb and 
Manager of Parks and Property 
Mike O’Hare asked council for 
$40,000, over a two-year period, 
“because we need to preserve 
this building. It’s one of the old¬ 
est buildings in town,” said Lamb. 


The funds would be used to repoint 
the brickwork and replace dam¬ 
aged bricks ($5,000), rebuild the 
chimney ($6,000), replace gutters 
and downspouts ($2,500), seal and 
repair the windows and shutters 
($4,000), and repair the plaster ceil¬ 
ing and walls ($2,000). 

replacement of the wooden soffit 
and fascia. Right now, “there's wild¬ 
life getting in.... We want to seal the 
building, so it doesn’t deteriorate 
any more,” Lamb said. 

He pointed out that the BWG 
Local History Association has 
already spent $20,000 on repairs 
- over $9,000 to install a new steel 
roof, $5,650 for new ash doors 
installed this summer, and $4,517 
to bring Hydro to the site. “The 
ball’s in our court now, as council, 
because we own the building. We're 


at the crossroads,” Lamb said. 

Council also heard from local his¬ 
torian Bill Marks. Speaking in open 
forum, Marks said the preservation 
of the Auld Kirk had been a dream 
of the late George Jackson, "restor¬ 
ing the building and have it come 
back to life... I promised George 
I would finish what he started.” 
Marks pointed out that the Local 
History Association has footed the 
bill for the site, to the point of pay¬ 
ing $777.83 in legal fees, when the 
town purchased the building. “It 
was my hope to get... $19,000 to 
enclose the building before winter,” 
he said, asking council to approve 
the funding "so we can get this 
project finished." 

However, council only received 
the request. “This discussion will 
be at the budget deliberations," said 
Mayor Rob Keffer.

Police Briefs 


Bradford- Just before 11 p.m. 
on Oct. 14, a South Simcoe Police 
constable stopped a car for erratic 
driving on Holland St. West in 
Bradford. The officer detected an 
odor of alcohol on the female driver's 
breath and requested a roadside 
screening test - which registered a 
FAIL. The 30 year old Barrie woman 
was returned to the station for 
further testing and subsequently 
charged with Over 80. She received a 
90 day administrative driver’s licence 
suspension, her car was impounded, 
and she was given a court date in 
November. 

Innisfil - At 11:20 p.m. on Oct. 

14, a South Simcoe Police officer 
stopped a car on Innisfil Beach Rd.. 
The vehicle had been weaving from 
side to side, and the driver initially 
refused to stop. When the vehicle 
pulled into a parking lot, the officer 
noticed signs of impairment by 
alcohol, and arrested the male driver. 
A 72 year old Innisfil male was taken 
to the police station for testing, 
and charged with Impaired Driving 
and Over 80. He received a 90 day 
licence suspension, and his car was 
impounded. 

Innisfil - Police were called to an 
Innisfil home on October 14, after 
a woman complained she had been 
assaulted by her brother. The man 


fled into the woods before police 
arrived, and responding officers 
were unable to locate a suspect at 
that time. The man returned several 
hours later; police responded, 
and during the arrest, the suspect 
kicked an officer several times, 
and had to be restrained, as well 
as handcuffed. A 23 year old 
Innisfil man has been charged with 
Assault, Assault Police and Cause 
Disturbance. He was released on 
conditions to reside elsewhere 
and avoid his sister. Alcohol was a 
factor. 

Bradford - A South Simcoe Police 
Constable stopped a car on Holland 
St. West in Bradford, just after 9 a.m. 
on Oct. 12, after spotting an expired 
licence sticker. The officer spoke with 
the male driver, and determined that 
his licence had expired, and he had 
no insurance coverage. A 66 year old 
Barrie man was charged with Drive 
- No Licence, Drive Motor Vehicle 
-No Validation, and Operate Without 
Insurance. Court date is in October, 
and the man faces a MINIMUM fine 
of $5000 if convicted of Drive no 
Insurance. 

Bradford - Just after 10:15 p.m. 
on Oct. 12, a South Simcoe Police 
officer received a tip regarding 
a possible impaired driver in 
Bradford. The officer spotted the 


suspect, who attempted to evade 
police by accelerating through 
a grocery store Parking lot. The 
officer, noting that the vehicle 
was travelling at 104 kmph in a 40 
kmph residential area, was finally 
able to stop the vehicle when it 
became blocked in a construction 
area. After investigation, the driver, 
a 22 year old Bradford man, was 
charged with Impaired Driving, 
Drive Over 80, and Dangerous 
Driving. His licence was suspended 
for 90 days, and his vehicle was 
impounded. There were four 
passengers in the car at the time; 
no-one was injured. 

Bradford - South Simcoe Police 
are monitoring Holland St. West near 
Bradford District High School, after 
receiving several reports of students 
crossing the road improperly - 
away from the lights, endangering 
themselves and motorists. Officers 
will be watching for offenders 
between classes and at the lunch 
hour, and jaywalkers could be tickets 
for Pedestrian-Fail to Use Crosswalk 
or Pedestrian Disobey Don’t Walk 
Signal, both of which carry $50 fines. 
Parents are asked to speak to their 
teens about pedestrian safety - and 
police plan to work with the school 
to educate the students on crossing
